At the beginning of the year the Board of Trustees was 
organized by electing J. P. Newell president and treas- 
urer, Mrs. Mary J.5S. Campbell secretary, and Mrs. Jennie 
I’, Center, librarian. 

Our town library is admirably answering the purpose 
for which it was founded, and is increasing in value and 
importance as new books and other reading material are 
added year by year. It would be well if still more of our 
people would avail themselves of its privileges. It may 
be well, also, for the present, to add fewer works of fiction 
aud more of history, biography and practical science. A 
recent writer has said that the most profitable books in 
any library are those that give the biographies of men and 
women who have made their mark in the world. 

The Ladies’ Social Circle have made their customary 
appropriation of twenty-tive dollars for the purchase of 
books for the library; and a goodly number of books, 
magazines and papers have been donated by individuals, 


for which we owe them sincere thanks.

We feel that the children have made greater 
advancement this year than ever, partly owing to the fact 
that we have not had to change teachers, and greatly 
regret that we must make a change in the spring term. 
We wish to urge on the public, as well as parents, to 
make more visits to the school and see for themselves the 
work of both teacher and pupil. We still believe that 
the consolidation of the schools has proved a great success. 

We know that the school room is not large enough and 
by taking down partition between school room and hall, 
we should have a larger and more beautiful school room 
for which we are asking an appropriation of $250 out of 
the balance in school treasury.
